First Production Since War Authorized; Industry Gets Setback 


On Machine Tools for Reconversion; Surplus Bill Signed; 
Taylor Joins Packard as Asst. Sales Chief 


French Auto Plants Intact; 
Cars Still on Lines 


Despite German occupation and American bombings, French 
auto-manufacturing plants are in excellent shape, it is revealed 
in a letter to Automotive News from a former auto déaler, now 
an officer in the American Army in France. 


With only one exception, he reports, the French have been 
able to repair and place back into their original position the large 
auto plants, such as Renault (both the main plant and branch 
assembly plants), Citroen, Hotchkiss, Latil, Simca, Pugeot and 
Mattford. In 1939, French plants turned out 173,000 cars. 


“Some of these plants,” the ex-dealer writes, “were heavily and, 
in most instances, effectively bombed by American planes. There- 
ae maintenance of these plants has been nothing short of 
a e. 


French auto manufacturers are already making aggressive 
plans for resumption of business, the letter dated Sept. 21 states, 
and “they will in many respects be able to resume output much 
quicker than will possibly American and most certainly English 
—— Which led to this admonition to American 
exporters: 


“Don’t discount the French auto manufacturers in the Con- 
tinental export business—they are going to offer much keener 
competition than many might expect.” 


The ex-dealer reports that, while the Germans forced the 
French plants to manufacture war materials, particularly trucks, 
production figures were kept low due to ingenious slowdown 
tactics used by the French. 


“However, the outstanding impression is the great -difference in 
the war effort of American auto plants and that of the French 
before the fall of France,” he writes. 


“I have been simply astonished on entering large French plants 
to find them exactly as they were on their last day of production 
of civilian passenger vehicles. This of course was in 1940. Actually 
we found partially-assembled vehicles still on the assembly lines 
with feeder lines filled with assemblies, subassemblies, fabricated 
parts and pressed body panels by the hundreds, exactly where 
they were on that last day of work. 


“While discussing this matter with the managing director of 
a leading French manufacturer, the gentleman agreed that had 
the French automobile industry mobilized itself as completely and 
wholeheartedly as has the American automobile industry, the 
occupation of France could probably have been averted. 


“This remark was made when, with amazement, this Frenchman 
and his associates learned for the first time that the American 
auto industry had completely ceased production of civilian cars, 
had stripped their factories, rebuilding and greatly enlarging them 
for total war production. The Frenchman asked: 


“What did you do with your tools, dies, presses, etc.?” 


“He held up his hand in a gesture of admiration when informed 
this equipment had been stored, many times in the open, only 
protection being preserving oils and greases and covering of 
waterproofed packing or storage materials.” 


Hoping that Congress will later make 
needed changes, President Roosevelt 
last week signed into law the surplus 
property and reconversion bills. He 
said both measures were inadequate 
and approved them reluctantly. He announced that Mobi- 
lization Director James Byrnes will accept an interim 
appointment as director of the new Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion and Reconversion until Congress reconvenes in 
November and he can appoint another director for a 
two-year term. 

Roosevelt said he feared the surplus property bill’s 
“confused methods of disposition and the elaborate restric- 
tions imposed by the bill will in many cases delay rather 
than expedite reconversion and re-employment.” (National 
automobile dealers had striven for adequate legislation, 
but their efforts were thwarted by Senate-House conferees 
who brought out the compromise measure.) Roosevelt 
said he thought it best to let the surplus property bill 
become law so that the three-man board might gain 


experience.

Industry Receives version plans for the present at least, 

Setback on WPB Chairman J. A. Krug last week 

Conversion Tools turned down the auto industry’s 

_ plea for a high priority on manufac- 
ture of key machine tools needed to resume production of 
new Cars when the go-ahead is flashed. Krug said that 
peak” war production for the rest of 1944 stands in 
the way of this preparatory move, but promised that “we 
will do everything we can to assist every industry” in 
shortening the reconversion period. 

__Krug left the door open for immediate action, should 
military events in Europe during the next few weeks take 
a decided upturn. The industry had sought a priority 
for machine tools equal to the “less urgent” class of war 
orders and ahead of some of the consumer goods now 
given “essential civilian” status. Industry leaders pre- 
dicted that it would take six to nine months for reconver- 
Sion if no advance preparations had been made; three to 
four months if bottlenecks, such as machine tools, were 
ready “go-ahea ” day. Under the present setup, the 
industry’s machine tool orders are placed in the AA5 
classification with little chance of being filled. Under an 
AA3 rating, officials believe, they could get the vital tools 
in time to carry on reconversion activities without delay. 

Meanwhile, George Romney, managing director of the 
Automotive Council for War Production, praised Krug’s 
‘forthright statement” as “a welcome start toward clarifi- 
cation” of reconversion subjects. “I hope,” said Romney, 
“that Krug’s statement means that government intends 
hereafter to tell the people the truth, even when the 
truth is unpleasant.”

Convention Hears Plea... 


Dealers Licensing Drive 


Indicated in N.J. 


.— That some 
form of dealer licensing legislation 
will be introduced in the 1945 New 
Jersey legislature, with backing of 
the State Motor Vehicle depart- 
ment, was indicated when State 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner Ar- 
thur W. Magee, in an address 
during the 26th annual convention 
here of the New Jersey Automotive 
Trade Assn., called for legislative 
action to raise the standard of re- 
quirements for persons engaged in 
automotive trading and repair. 

Asserting that such legislation 
was a necessity to safeguard public 
life on the highways, Magee said 
all local associations, as well as 
the state organization itself, should 
support such measures in the 
legislature. 

“Titles to automotive vehicles,” 
he declared, “are just as impor- 
tant as titles to real property 
and should be protected in the 
same manner. Legislation of this 
type should be adopted to con- 
serve life and property on the 
highways. 

“Only today on my arrival in 
Atlantic City a case was called to 
my attention of a local resident 
engaged in buying and selling used 
cars. He had been held in high 
bail in court because of alleged 
‘loose’ business methods. Cases 
such as this should emphasize the 
need for legislation to protect the 
public in greater measure, by rais- 
ing the standard of qualifications 
for auto dealers.” 

Troubled by the wartime influx 
of fly-by-night operators, members 
of the state dealer association wel- 
comed Commissioner Magee’s state- 
ments in favor of legislative action 
to protect the public and legiti- 
mate dealers by requiring high 
dealer standards. The association 
has had the subject under study 
for some time.

WASHINGTON.—Hiland G. 
Batcheller, operations vice-chair- 
man of the War Production Board, 
has designated L. J. Chatten as the 
new director of the radio and radar 
division, succeeding Ray Ellis, who 
returned Oct. 1 to General Motors 
Corp., New York City.

interest in protecting the public 
against fly-by-night finance compa- 
nies,” he said. “Exhorbitant charges 
and extremely questionable prac- 
tices are only to the public detri- 
ment.” 


Jones said the American Bank- 
ers Assn. may sponsor a plan 
which it already has prepared to 
offer to member banks wishing 
to enter the retail automobile 
financing field. He explained that 
the plan would make available 
time sales for automobiles at 
regular banking rates. 


“The auto consumer credit prob- 
lem,” he declared, “has been in- 
vestigated by the Federal Trade 
Commission and gross abuses in 
time payments were discovered 
which are of sufficient gravity to 
warrant strict governmental con- 
trol as a means of protecting the 
public interest. I predict possible 
regulation through legislation to 
effect control of both rates and 
terms of finance companies to cor- 
rect present abuses—restrictions 
not unlike those imposed on banks 
and loan companies.” 


Ray Chamberlain, executive vice- 
president, NADA, expressed the 
opinion that no new cars will be 
manufactured until at least six 
months after the fall of Germany. 
He added that this may not come 
until Germany, refusing to sur- 
render, must be beaten into sub- 
mission in 1945. In which event, 
according to Chamberlain, produc- 
tion of new cars would be post- 
poned until late that year or even 
1946. 


Noting that dealers were “liv- 
ing in anticipation of new-car 
production,” William L. Mallon, 
secretary of the state association, 
warned that conditions will not 
be the same as in the past and 
that there will be keen postwar 
competition. 


Mallon, who also heads the New- 
ark Automotive Trade Assn. and 
is regional vice-president of NADA, 
advised that there will be increas- 
ing emphasis on a_ well-rounded 
sales and service business, and 
that one important subject will be 
compensation to employes. 


“Before the war,” he _ pointed 
out, “many dealers hesitated to 
charge a fair price for their serv- 
ices, and consequently were not in 
a position to pay wages com- 
mensurate with other industries. 
In 1943, when the Stabilization Act 
was passed and wages were frozen 
at our low level, it made it ex- 
tremely difficult for dealers to ob- 
tain mechanics in competition with 
other plants operating on a higher 
wage level.” 


The association, Mallon suggest- 
ed, should devote itself to a survey 
of this situation, to the benefit not 
only of mechanics but salesmen 
and other classes of employes “in 
keeping with the trend of the 
times.” 

Failure to act in this respect, he 
warned, might lead to the develop- 
ment of unions among dealer em- 
ployes, as has already occurred in 
Western states. 


Impost Hike Reports 


Stir Mexican Dealers 

MEXICO CITY.— (UTPS) — 
Automobile dealers here are 
alarmed by widespread reports 
that the Mexican Ministry of 
the Treasury and Public Credit 
is contemplating raising import 
duties on American cars to a 
level that would practically pro- 
hibit their entrance into this 
country. 

Owners gloomily agree that 
all hopes of booming postwar 
sales in Mexico will be smashed 
if such legislation becomes law. 
While an increase in the im- 
posts on automobiles has been 
urged for some time by left- 
wing labor groups to conserve 
Mexico’s gold reserve for “non- 
luxury” articles, few dealers up 
to now had supposed that the 
government was taking the pro- 
posal seriously. 


October Quotas 
Of Tires Same 


As in September 


WASHINGTON.—Tire quotas for 
October generally will be the same 
as those for September, the Office 
of Price Administration announces. 


Total quotas, including all re- 
serves, for October are: Grade I 
passenger car tires, 1,600,000; truck 
tires size 7.50 or smaller, 280,000; 
truck tires size 8.25 or larger, 105,- 
000; tractor-implement tires size 
7.50 or smaller, 60,000, and tractor- 
implement tires sizes larger than 
7.50, 23,000 

The quota of passenger car tires 
is the same as that for September, 
and will again enable ration boards 
to work off only a small part of 
their application backlog, in addi- 
tion to meeting current requests. 
The backlog was estimated at 800,- 
000 approved applications as of 
Aug. 31. 

OPA also emphasized that the 
heavy-duty truck tire problem 
would continue serious, with emer- 
gency truck tire boards carefully 
screening applications to take care 
of essential users first. 

To relieve a heavy demand, par- 
ticularly from farmers, for truck 
tires included in the 7.50 or smaller 
quota classifications, a supple- 
mental quota of 25,000 tires was 
authorized for September by the 
Rubber Bureau, OPA also an- 
nounced. 


Car Mirror Firm

DETROIT. — First approvals of 
“spot authorizations” in the De-

Used-Car Price Violations 


Total 7,000 in 


PHILADELPHIA. -— There have 
been over 7,000 adjustments of vio- 
lations of used-car price ceiling 
regulations in the eight-county 
area centering in this city, Charles 
Boyer, district automotive price 
executive, disclosed last week at a 
luncheon meeting of the Philadel- 
phia Automobile Trade Assn. 

Approximately 50 percent have 
been technical violations, he said. 
Automobile dealers have been in- 
volved in 75 percent of the adjust- 
ments. There has been an average 
of 100 violations in each of the 72 
local boards in the area, Boyer 
added. 

Boyer’s revelation came as a 
great surprise, according to the 
dealers, who said they had been 
under the impression that OPA 
was doing practically nothing in 
used-car price ceiling enforcement.

He explained that this was so be- 
cause most of adjustments were 
made at the local board level and 
because daily newspapers did not 
“treat agency releases on enforce- 
ment activity as newsworthy.” 

OPA’s handling of violations will 
be different from now on, Boyer 
asserted. 

“Heretofore, reneat violations 
have been treated as first offenses; 
that is, the offending dealer would 
be brought before the local board 
and made to pay the difference 
between the ceiling and the actual 
transaction. From now on second 
violations wil! be adjusted at main 
headquarters and settlements will 
cost three times the overcharge. 

The persistence of ceiling viola- 
tions, Boyer said, requires that OPA 
remove the kid gloves in dealing 
with the problem. 
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Third Under License Act 


RICHMOND, Va.—Of the 1,135 
known new and used-car dealers in 
Virginia, many of whom operated 
on open lots, the names and ad- 
dresses of which are on file in 
Automotive Trade Assn. of Vir- 
ginia quarters, 724 have been 
issued license to sell motor vehi- 
cles under the new Virginia motor 
vehicle dealers licensing law, it is 
revealed by the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles. 

Sixty-three have had their appli- 
cations rejected and 348 dealers 
were informed or decided that they 
would not qualify as dealers under 
the law and made no application 
for license, or applied and later 
withdrew their application for a 
license at or before a hearing on 
their application. About 20 have 
their applications pending. The 
applications of only three new-car 
subdealers had their applications 
for license rejected, and they were 
little more than gasoline filling sta- 
tion operators, according to John 
E. Raine, manager of the trade 
association. 

These 411 dealers (63 rejected 
and the 348 who have been issued 
no license) are now in violation of 
the law, if they sell a motor vehi- 
cle which they bought for resale. 

A majority of these 411 dealers 
were issued dealer tags, and the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
has informed the trade association 
that these tags have been revoked 
and registered letters mailed to the 
holders of each to return them to 
his office. 

“It has taken time,” said Raine, 
“for the state to investigate the 
premises of each applicant for a 
dealer license, to set up the neces- 
sary machinery for the administra- 
tion of the act and to conduct 
public hearings as required by the 
law, and it may take some time 
before all revoked dealer tags are 
recovered by the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles.

350 WPB Controls 
To End V-E Day 


WASHINGTON. — WPB’s _tenta- 
tive program for V-E Day, calling 
for the lifting of 350 of the 500 
stringent controls over civilian 
goods, may mean unlimited pro- 
duction of new cars after output 
is resumed. 

J. A. Krug, new chairman of the 
WPB, declared that the remaining 
150 regulations will be greatly sim- 
plified and will not affect produc- 
tion of durable civilian items, such 
as automobiles, refrigerators and 
washing machines. 

It had been unofficially re- 
ported for some months that

Using Engine 


Built by Ford 


DEARBORN. — Postwar engines 
for Ford automobiles and trucks 
will give better performance and 
longer life because of lessons 
learned in producing what is term- 
ed the outstanding tank engine of 
the war, it is revealed. 

Developed originally to power 
Ford-built tanks, the 500-horse- 
power V-8 engine—“heart and lungs 
of the modern tank”—is now stand- 
ard equipment on tanks built by 
five American manufacturers. 

Features of the Ford engine in- 
clude simplicity of construction, 
ease of servicing, light weight, an 
efficient dual valving system and 
the use of centrifugally cast steel 
cylinder barrels and cast steel al- 
loy crankshafts. Built from a de- 
sign conceived and tested person- 
ally by Henry Ford, this power 
plant is being built on a mass pro- 
duction scale at the Lincoln plant. 

Many years ago, Henry Ford 
built a V-12 engine in his private 
laboratory at Dearborn. This 
hand-made model had a_ cast 
aluminum block and crankcase 
and a simplified dual camshaft 
system that eliminated the com- 
plicated gear arrangement of 
orthodox engines. 

In 1940, Ford engineers began 
work on a super aircraft engine 
embodying the principles incorpor- 
ated in the model constructed by 
Henry Ford. During the next year 
and a half, approximately $1,500,000 
was spent on this project, resulting 
in the construction of several pilot 
models. 

The engine performed well when 
operated in the test cells of the 
newly constructed aircraft engine 
building at the Rouge. It was rated 
924 horsepower at 3,200 revolutions 
at sea level atmospheric pressure. 
Supercharged, it would have de- 
veloped an estimated 1,500 horse- 
power. Since its weight was only 
1,400 pounds, this gave it a weight- 
horsepower ratio of less than one 
pound per horsepower. 

On Jan. 13, 1942, the company 
received a contract to manufac- 
ture General Sherman tanks. Since 
there was a shortage of engines 
for these heavy vehicles, the War 
Department requested that Ford 
develop an engine for use in its 
own tanks. Ordinarily it takes 
three years to develop a new en- 
gine, but engineers had a_ head 
start and the task was completed 
in three months. The aircraft en- 
gine, it was decided, could be 
adapted easily to tank use. 

A new engine with eight cylin- 
ders was built. Actually it was 
the V-12 aircraft engine minus 
four cylinders. Both had alumi- 
num blocks and crankcases, both 
had 6-inch strokes and 5.4 inch 
bores and both had 17.5 compres- 
sion ratios. The new V-8 design 
weighed only 1,500 pounds, the 
added fly-wheel and clutch as- 
sembly alone accounting for 350 


pounds. 


Continental to Make 


New Tank Engine 

DETROIT.—Continental Motors’ 
Detroit plant is being tooled to 
manufacture Ford-type liquid-cool- 
ed V-eight engines as tank power 
plants, in addition to the radial 
aircraft-type engines which it has 
been building for the past four 
years, according to C. J. Reese, 
president. 


auto manufacturers would be 
given the go-ahead on unlimited 
production after the first three 
months, This could mean, all 
things being equal, that the in- 
dustry will produce three or four 
million new cars during the first 

12 months after final assembly 
operations resume, instead of the 
2,500,000 units which previously 
had been expected. 

The V-E Day program was 
drawn up by a special WPB “task 
committee” and is now being con- 
sidered by other government agen- 
cies before final issuance, Krug 
said. He listed these highlights in 
the tentative draft: 


1. Replacement of present priori- 
ties with a single MM rating, 
which will include military lend- 
lease orders as well as direct mili- 
tary work. 

2. Continuation of the emergency 
AAA priority rating, to be used 
only for breaking serious military 
or civilian production bottlenecks. 

3. Authorization on the day Ger- 
many surrenders for steel, copper 
and aluminum mills to deliver 
those materials without allotments 
under the controlled materials plan. 

4. A shift to the new priority 
policy which will cause a minimum 
of paper work and reshuffling of 
production schedules. 

5. The revocation of about 100 of 
the 200 orders applying to textiles, 
chemicals and forest products, and 
the revocation of 250 of the re- 
maining 300 WPB orders. 

6. Retention of a “full kit of 
tools” for emergency use. WPB 
will retain some controls over allo- 
cation and scheduling and keep its 
organization and field staff. 

7. A requirement that business 
furnish sufficient information on 
orders and schedules to permit 
prompt remedial action if trouble 


develops.

Bonus Vacations 


Ford Offers a Program 
For Returned Vets 


DEARBORN.—“Bonus” vacations 
will be given to all reinstated 
World War II veterans formerly 
employed by the Ford Motor Co., 
if government agencies approve a 
request presented last week. 

Permission to inaugurate the plan 
was asked by Henry Ford II, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the com- 
pany, who has helped work out the 
details of the new program with 
his grandfather. The extra vaca- 
tions would be granted to all vet- 
erans who have returned or who 
will return to work in any of 
the company’s plants or branches 
within 60 days after their dis- 
charge from the armed forces. 

The “bonus” vacation plan means 
that any reinstated veteran whose 
length of service qualifies him for 
a vacation and who returns to work 
after Dec. 1 and before June 1 of 
any year, will be eligible to his 
full vacation with pay during the 
current vacation period. If he re- 
turns to work after June 1 and be- 
fore Dec. 1, then he will be given 
half of his vacation with pay. 

These are vacations, in both in- 
stances, which, under the existing 
regulations, the returning veteran 
would not receive.

Tight OPA Grip 
On Prices Seen 


In Reconversion 


CHICAGO.—Manufacturers con-; 
templating reconversion to peace- | 
time production in the near future: 
must expect tight price controls 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, since the reconversion price, 
control goal of OPA is to maintain! 
the 1942 scale of prices, William F. ; 
Kelly, price executive of the OPA, : 
said here last week. 

Departures from this basic policy ; 
will be allowed only when a manu-| 
facturer can prove to the satisfac-! 
tion of the OPA that enforcement! 
of the 1942 price policy is inflicting 
a hardship, Kelly said. 

“Manufacturers will not be allow- 
ed to increase prices established 
before they went into war produc- 
tion upon reconversion to peace 
production without OPA authoriza- 
tion. If they act without such 
authorization, they incur the risk 
of heavy penalties,” he declared. 

“They may, however, apply for a 
price adjustment prior to actual 
reconversion which, if granted, will 
enable them to continue plans for 
making the former product. Prices 
may be set on articles not previ- 
ously on the market by the com- 
pany making them, but in the 
event the company errs in com- 
puting its costs, thereby pricing the 
article at a price higher than the 
OPA approves, it is again liable to 
penalties.” 

Kelly said that the OPA policy 
will not be so inflexible as to harm 


industry.

Widen Parts Ceiling 


Several Additions Made to OPA List; 
Labor Rates Adjusted 


WASHINGTON. — Several 
changes in provisions of the regu- 
lations governing ceiling prices for 
automotive parts were announced 
last week by the Office of Price 
Administration. 

The changes, which became ef- 
fective Oct. 7, will not affect pres- 
ent retail prices for automotive 
parts, OPA said, and are designed 
to clarify and broaden applica- 
bility of present provisions and 
bring related products under cover- 
age of the automotive parts regu- 
lation where possible. 

Automotive battery cable and 
wiring harness, top material, fender 
welt and hidem welt, traction sand- 
ers and jacks and cranks have 
been added to the list of automo- 
tive parts already covered by the 
regulations. 

The automotive parts regula- 
tions are better suited to pricing 
these items than those _ that 
previously governed their prices. 
It was also pointed out by OPA 
that with the advent of civilian 
truck production and the ap- 
proaching advent of civilian pas- 
senger car production, it is 
necessary for good and effective 
price control that related items, 
where possible, be covered by the 
same regulations. 

Other changes follow: 

When a manufacturer submits a 
proposed price to OPA, if the 
price is not disapproved within 30 
days after it is filed, such a price 
is considered as approved. How- 
ever, in many such cases, OPA has 
to request additional information 
in regard to proposed prices, and 
the 30 days elapse before action 
can be taken upon the proposed 
price and the supplementary in- 
formation. 


It is now specifically provided 
that in cases where this additional 
information is required, the 30-day 
period runs from the date the last 
information is filed and not from 
the date the first filing is made. 


Labor rate provisions in the 
automotive parts regulation for 
manufacturer have been changed 
to conform with similar provi- 
sions in the regulation governing 
manufacturers’ prices for ma- 
chines and parts and machinery 
services. 

By this change, labor rates to 
be used in computing prices are 
those that were either in effect on 
March 31, 1942, in the manufac- 
turer’s plant for each classification 
of labor, or the labor rates that 
were made retroactive to or before 
that date by an order of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board for classi- 
fications of labor in the manufac- 
turer’s plant. 

Formerly, to expedite production 
and delivery of products critically 
needed to meet war contracts or 
subcontracts, manufacturers were 
permitted to add “emergency serv- 
ice charges” to ceiling prices. This 
provision has now been broadened 
to permit emergency service 
charges to extend to sales to other 
manufacturers as well as_ sales 
under war contracts or subcon- 
tracts. 

Minor clarification provisions in 
the manufacturers’ regulation 
specifically exclude from coverage 
by that regulation such products as 
ferrous forgings, castings, plastic 
products and metal ground key 
work such as valves, cocks and 
stops, in cases where these items 
are covered by other price regula- 
tions.
